Pioneer Mail Days in West! 


- 'Bome Hatdships ‘That Had to be En-

‘dured by Very Early Settlers 


In the pioneer days of the North- 
west Territories what was known as 
the Saskatchewan Mail was despatch- 
ed from Winnipeg, once every three 
weeks, to all points west, outside the 
boundary of Manitoba, va Fort Pelly, 
Humboldt, Duek Lake, Carlton, Bat- 
tleford. and then ‘direct to Edmonton. 
~ The carrying of the mail was let by 
«contract, .the - service to be once in 
three: weeks, ard the trip from Win- 
nipeg to Edmonton, was supposed to 
bs accomplished jn twenty-three days, 
The mail was carried in, democrat 
wagons in summer and low.-sleighs 
in winter, dragvn by from two to four 
horses, according to the state of’ the 
roads.
